DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1 - 5 and 7-29 have been examined. 
Claim 6 has been canceled. 

Claims 1-5, 7-1 1, 20, 23, 25 and 26 have been amended. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by USPN #7,194,730 
filed May 31, 2001 (Pramberger) 

Claim 8 

Pramberger anticipates a system for managing software builds (Col 1, lines 20 - 36), comprising: 
a code control system that maintains a code version (Col 2, lines 20 - 26) and a information 
associated with the code version (Abstract - definitions and col 5 lines 26 - 45) ; a parser module 
in communication with the code control system (col 7, lines 1 - 19) , the parser module that 
parses the information associated with the code version (col 7, lines 1-19) and create a change 
report (col 6, lines 30 - 50); a compiler module in communication with the code control system 
that compiles the code (Col 1, lines 20 - 36) version into an object version based on the change 
report Col 1, lines 20 - 36) ; and a document type definition compiler module that compiles a 
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document type definition document version into a plurality of metadata class versions and 
wherein the code control system stores the metadata class versions (Col 5, lines 25 - 45) 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over by USPN 
#7,194,730 filed May 31, 2001 (Pramberger) in view of XML transformations definitions as 
taught (col 19, lines 5 - 14). 

Claim 9 

The system of Claim 8, wherein the metadata class versions are further defined as Vitria 
Business Ware metadata class versions of a commercial- off-the-shelf application sold under the 
trademark VITRIA BUSINESSWARE. 

Pramberger teaches the ability to define in XML format for input and output (col 19, lines 5 - 
14). Pramberger does not teach the format for VITRIA BUSINESSWARE. One of ordinary skill 
in the art with the knowledge of the layout for VITRIA BUSINESSWARE. and the ability of 
using XML would know how to define transformation code to support VITRIA 
BUSINESSWARE, because XML is intended to support many forms of input and output. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 - 5 and 7 and 10-29 have been examined allowed.
